The amended sheets of drawings include changes to Figures 2D-2H, 3D-3G, 4D-4F, 5G-5I, 
6, and 7. 
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REMARKS 

Applicants have amended the specification to correct typographical errors that would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention as such. No new matter 
was added. 

Applicants have amended Figures 2D-2H, 3D-3G, 4D-4F, 5G-5I, 6, and 7, to remove 
extraneous lines which were drawn between the top of the substrate and the top of the die. One of 
ordinary skill in the art would have understood that the top of the cavity was open, as described 
throughout the specification and was not closed or capped, and that the extraneous lines where 
merely drawing artifacts. No new matter has been added. 

Applicants have amended claim 15 to depend from claim 12 as originally filed. No new 
matter has been added. 

Initially, applicants thank the Examiner for taking the time to conduct a brief interview with 
applicants' representative. During the interview applicants representative and the Examiner 
discussed the propriety of the restriction requirement imposed in the outstanding Action. As a result 
of the interview, the Examiner agreed to withdraw the restriction of claims 12, 14 and 21. 

The pending claims stand variously rejected under 35 USC 103(a) on Bond (U.S. Patent No. 
5,991,156) in view of Li (U.S. Patent No. 5,982,621), and on Higgins III (U.S. Patent No. 
5,583,377), in view of Suzuki (U.S. Patent No. 6,028,358), Wagner (U.S. Patent No. 5,309,322) and 
Li. Applicants respectfully traverse these rejections. 

As previously argued, claim 12, which was not examined on the merits, recites "providing a 
ground ring on an inside of the cavity, the ground ring comprising, a first ground ring portion, 
accessible from the first surface of the substrate, a second ground ring portion, accessible from the 
second surface of the substrate, and a ground ring trace portion, to electrically connect the first 
ground ring portion to the second ground ring portion." None of the cited references disclose or 
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suggest such features, nor has the Examiner asserted that such features are disclosed by the cited 
references. 

Accordingly, claims 12 is allowable. Claim 21 recites features substantially similar to those 
of claim 12 and is therefore allowable for at least the same reasons as claim 12. Claims 14-19 
depend from claim 12 and are allowable due at least to their respective dependencies. 

Applicants solicit an early action allowing the claims. 

In view of the above, each of the presently pending claims in this application is believed to 
be in immediate condition for allowance. Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to 
withdraw the outstanding rejection of the claims and to pass this application to issue. If it is 
determined that a telephone conference would expedite the prosecution of this application, the 
Examiner is invited to telephone the undersigned at the number given below.
